Local craftsman 
weaves memories

A retired weaver for Green- 
field Village, Bob Kaiser is 
finding it difficult to give up his 
craft 

Kaiser, who lives on the bor- 
der of Taylor and Romulus, has 
been an accomplished weaver 
since 1935. 

His latest creation is an im- 
age of his grand-nephew, who 
recently graduated from clown 
college! The project took more 
than two years to complete and 
measures nearly seven feet tall 
and 31 inches wide. 

To the layman, Kaiser 
appears to be working with 
yarn, but actually he uses 
strips of polyester woven 
through burlap. 

“The way they used to do it," 
he said. 

Kaiser demonstrated his 
technique. Using a special 
crochet hook, Kaiser catches 
the strip of fabric from behind 
the burlap and pulls it through 
into small loops, 

Kaiser follows a pattern 
drawn on the burlap by his 
wife. Brucella, 

This particular method is 
only one type which Kaiser has 
mastered. He is quick to show' 
off a photo album filled with his 
memories of Greenfield Vil- 
lage. 

There he used a weaving 
machine which is more than 
100 years old, he also demons- 
trated the use of a spinning 
wheel and made brooms. 

“I was one of the first people 


to teach a class at the village," 
he said. 

Kaiser also talked about his 
crafts on radio and public tele- 
vision shows in the 1950s and 
60s, 

Kaiser used a knitting 
machine early in his career 

“I used to knit all of Mr. 
Ford's socks when he was 
alive,” he said. 

Weaving has always intri- 
gued Kaiser, He remembers 
the grocery store his mother 
sent him to as a child. Pack- 
ages were alw ays wrapped up 
with string which young Kaiser 
immediately removed. 

“I had it (the string) all wrap- 
ped up in balls and began to ex- 
peri men t with knots. That 
facinated me; I never forgot 
it." 

Kaiser's first assignment at 
Greenfield Village, however, 
was as guide in 1934. 

“In the winter, they put me in 
the Cooper Shop (where wheel 
barrows are made),” Kaiser 
said. 

The next year, he was 
assigned to the village carding 
mill. Carding is a form of hand- 
weaving. It was there that 
Kaiser really found his niche 

“When I got inside the card- 
ing mill - that made me really 
happy. I still have pieces 
around I wove in 1935," he said. 

Now' Kaiser’s family, includ- 
ing one daughter, two grand- 
children and four great- 
grandchildren, continue to be- 
nefit from his skill.

$90,000 awarded 
in grant funding

Approximately $90,000 in 
Community Development 
Block Grant funding was 
approved for distribution by 
members of the Romulus City 
Council Monday night during 
the regular meeting. 

Seven of the 10 applicants re- 
ceived funding. Recipients in- 
clude a local senior citizen 
housing project, $26,000; the 
Romulus Youth Assistance 
Program, $15,000; minor home 
repair services of the Romulus 
Help Center, $13,000; the re- 
creation department, $11,000; 
the building department, 
$11,000; the Romulus Historic- 
al Society, $3,000 and the 
Romulus Arts Council, $2,000, 

In addition, $50,000 will be- 
come available for housing re- 
habilitation. That money is 
considered a separate alloca- 
tion from the Community De- 
velopment Block Grants, and 
specific recipients will be de- 
termined later in the year. 

Generally, Community De- 
velopment Block Grants are 
allocated to organizations or 
departments that can make a 
specific contribution to their 
community and funding must 
benefit at least 39.9 percent of a 
target area, according to Jef- 
fery Martell, planner, Romu- 
lus contains between 10 to 15 of 
these areas, he said, based on a 
census track. Each area con- 
tains five block groups. 

Money for this funding prog- 
ram is provided through the 
federal Department of Housing 


and Urban Development, The 
program originated in 1967 
under the administration of 
Lyndon Johnson. 

As a member of the Wayne 
County Block Grant Consor- 
tium, Romulus receives funds 
funneled through the county, 
Martell said. 

Last year the largest grant, 
approximately $87,000, went to- 
ward the Romulus Historical 
Park, Martell said. 

L^st Monday a public hear- 
ing was staged to allow groups 
interested in obtaining grant 
money to state their cases. Ten 
groups applied, requesting a 
total of $149,725. 

Martell compiled that in- 
formation, along with recom- 
mendations from himself and 
the mayor, to offer a final re- 
commendation to city coun- 
cil members. 

Among the applicants which 
did not receive funding are The 
Information Center Home 
Share program, which allows 
senior citizens to re m a in in their 
homes by providing house- 
mates, the Romulus Emergen- 
cy Management Office, for an 
improved siren system and Dai- 
ly Bread Ministries, Inc, which 
provides food for low-income 
people. None of the 10 appli- 
cants received the total amount 
requested. 

“What we did was an across 
the board cut with the fund- 
ing/' said Martell at the 
meeting. 

Funding for those who were 
approved for grants should be 
distributed by August or 
September, Martell said. 


Amendments are approved for Wick Road development

Financing plans for the 
much-discussed Wick Road de- 
velopment underwent some 
changes Monday night. 

After a public hearing staged 
earlier in the evening, city 
council members approved 
amendments to the finance and 
development plan for the pro- 
ject. The amendments involve 
public improvements to the 
area designated for the long- 
awaited Metro World Centre 
development, an area bounded 
by 1-94, Wayne, Merriman and

Ecorse road. City officials 
have previously agreed to 
assume responsibility for those 
improvements to facilitate the 
larger development The 7.6 
million square foot area is ex- 
pected to be the site of resort 
hotels, conference centers, 
office buildings, apartment 
complexes, a shopping center 
and a college facility. During 
the public hearing, Phil 
McKenna of city planning firm 
McKenna Associates, Inc., ex- 
plained the amendments. 

First, said the development 
area is a Tax Increment Fi- 
nance Authority District. The 


TIF A encourages development 
in designated districts by pro- 
viding funding for specific pro- 
jects. such as road improve- 
ments, and capturing any 
generated tax revenues to re- 
fund the investment. 

"The amendments are 
essentially to designate a slight 
change in what the funds will 
be used for,” McKenna said. 
‘‘The amendments we are talk- 
ing about have come before us 
because plans have become 
quite specific,” he added later 

When the Tax Increment 
Financing and Development 


Plan was first established in 
1984, the development area and 
proposed public improvements 
were limited to the land bound- 
ed by Merriman and Venoy, 
Smith and Wick The amend- 
ments reflect changes in the 
alignment of streets and utili- 
ties in a now larger area that 
expands west of Venoy. 

These improvements have 
been divided into two phases. 
City officials hope to begin the 
first phase this year and finish 
within five years. Total costs 
for Phase I are expected to tot- 
al approximately $10 million. 


Phase II costs are estimated at 
$8.5 million. 

In conjunction with several 
of the Phase I improvements, 
including the paving of Wick, 
Smith and Vining roads, the 
Metro World Centre developer 
has proposed construction of 
the college facility, one hotel 
and an office building. TIFA 
members expect those facili- 
ties to generate nearly $28 mil- 
lion, money which could be 
used to finance Phase II pro- 
jects.

Railroad repair in Romulus 
may be taking a turn for the 
better within a few months, 
according to Department of 
Public Works officials.

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Local fire 
destroys 
record shop 


Romulus firefighters were 
called to the Melody Lane re- 
cord shop at 7:35 a m, March 
26* The building was reportedly 
engulfed in flames when fire- 
fighters arrived and it took 
more than an hour to contain 
the blaze, according to fire de- 
partment officials. 

While no cause has as yet 
been announced by investiga- 
tors, the possibility of arson 
has not been eliminated, 
according to Deputy Fire 
Chief Bob Pecsenye who noted 
that the building was engulfed 
in flames very rapidly. Found 
in the rubble were three empty 
Coleman fuel cans, eight elec-

trie space heaters and two

Fire officials will 
be examining the rubble for 
possible causes of the blaze. 

As of noon Saturday, the fire 
was still smoldering. Specta- 
tors noted the warped lettering 
on a sign approximately 12 
yards from the site of the fire. 

In addition, the fire reported- 


ly resulted in smoke damage at 
several nearby businesses. 
David Ralston , owner of Dave’s 
Meat and Fish located next 
door to the site of the blaze, said 
he had to clear out all food in 
the store because of smoke 
damage.

Local bus authority 
proposal abandoned

Officials from the Nankin 
Transit Commission have 
abandoned a plan to reorganize 
the local transportation ser- 
vice as an authority and are 
now asking local communities 
to contribute their fair share to 
keep the system alive. 

In Canton Township, the re- 
quest would increase the 1989- 
90 funds budgeted for Nankin 
Transit from $6,000 to $18,000. 

“In lieu of reforming and 
seeking a millage as the Nank- 
in Transit Authority at this 
time, the Nankin Transit Com- 
mission is asking your com- 
munity to provide its share of 
operating expenses pursuant to 
our current interlocal agree- 
ment,” said Charlie Hunter, 
NTC director, in a letter to Can- 
ton Towmship Finance Director 
John Spencer. 

NTC provides transportation 
services for the elderly, the 
handicapped and the economi- 
cally disadvantaged in West- 
land, Garden City, Inkster, 
Wayne and Canton Township, 
The total amount needed by 
NTC for operating costs in 1989- 
90 is $150,000, an amount to be 
divided between the five mem- 
ber communities and based on 
the number of senior citizens in 
each community. 

“NTC has a proven record of 
dependability, and their ser- 
vice should improve with new 
equipment,’ 1 said Canton 
Township Trustee Robert Shef- 
ferly, who represents the 
township on the NTC Board of 
Directors. “We are familiar 
with the administration and 
their dedication to excellent 
service In my opinion, they de- 
serve our continued support.” 

In the new finance structure, 
Canton Township would pay 
$18,000, while Westland would 
pay approximately $60,000. In 
the former pay structure, the 
total amount was divided even- 
ly among the five member com- 
munities. 

The proposed obligation for 
Inkster is $27,000, $15,000 for 
Wayne and $30,000 for Garden 
City,

Transportation, also known as 
SMART. SMART replaced the 
Southeast Michigan Trans- 
portation Authority, also 
known as SEMTA. 

As part of a preliminary 
budget prepared by SMART, 
representatives of Macomb 
and Oakland counties have 
asked that funding of NTC be 
eliminated. NTC officials hope 
to be returned to the list of 
SMART funding agencies. 

“It would help the NTC to 
have the commitment in hand, 
as they continue to negotiate 
with the county and SMART, 
with the objective of being 
placed back into the 1989-90 
SMART budget,” Shefferly 
said. “A resolution (supporting 
a budgetary commitment) 
would indicate community sup- 
port for the continued opera- 
tion of NTC.”

As an authority, the small 
bus service could have levied 
up to 3 mills to finance opera- 
tions . 

Prior to budget cuts enacted 
by SEMTA, Nankin Transit 
ridership numbered 16,000 
clients per month. Currently, 
ridership averages 8,000.

Council approves plans 
for recreation complex

The plan for a new Romulus 
recreation building now in- 
cludes a proposal for a recrea- 
tion complex which would in- 
clude a municipal golf course 
and an expansion of Elmer 
Johnson Park. 

Members of the city council 
approved the amended recrea- 
tion plan during a Monday 
night meeting. 

Approval was also given for 
an application for a $106,000 
grant ‘from the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Resources 
to fund land acquisition for the 
project If approved, $79,500 
would come from the Michigan 
Natural Resources Trust 
Fund, and $53,000 would be 
allocated from the Land and 
Water Conservation Fund. The 
application is due by April 1 
and was completed by Com- 
munity Planning and Manage- 
ment, Inc. prior to the meeting 
of the council, 

"At this point, we are ap 
plying only for grant funds for 
acquisition of the proposed re- 
creation center site," empha- 
sized Community Development 
Director Dennis Oakes in a let- 


ter to Mayor Beverly Me A- 
nally. 

The 1 0-acre land parcel being 
considered for the indoor re- 
creation site runs along Wick 
road between Ozga and Shook. 
Wick Elementary School and 
North Middle School are north 
of the site, Elmer Johnson 
Park is to the south. Currently, 
the site is owned by Michael 
Naff ides of New York. 

Members of the recreation 
commission claim the site is 
beneficial because it would 
establish a direct link to ex- 
isting and planned facilities, in- 
cluding Elmer Johnson Park 
and the proposed golf course. 
Proximity to two schools is 
another plus, members noted. 

Costs to develop the center 
arc outlined in the amended 
plan, Design and construction 
costs are expected to average 
between $75 to $100 per square 
foot of building area. Variables 
would include size, type of con- 
struction, types of uses and the 
cost of on-site improvements* 

Operation and maintenance 
costs may range from $100,000 
to $300,000 depending on the 
size and uses of the facility. 


Local company honored

A Romulus company recent- 
ly received recognition for high 
quality from Ford Motor Com- 
pany. 

Representatives of Express 
Tool and Die were informed 
two weeks ago that the com- 
pany will receive the Ford Q161

"We're the first in Michigan 
in our field to receive this Q101 
award," boasted Paul Varady, 
president. Express Tool and 
Die provides warm and cold ex- 
trusion tooling, mainly for 
automotive uses. Extrusion 
tooling includes spark plugs, 
nuts and bolts. The company 
has been in Romulus since 1969. 

In order to qualify for this 
award, the company had to im- 


plement a system known as 
statistical process controls. 

"By using this process we 
improve our quality," Varady 
said. “This process was de- 
veloped by the Japanese after 
World War II They use it now 
in manufacturing. That is one 
of the reasons their quality is so 
high today," 

Express Tool and Die offi- 
cials spent 16 months im- 
plementing the system. The 
award, which is actually a 
form of rating, recognizes im- 
provements in quality, 

"We were very elated. Now 1 it 
means we have to do a 
tremendous amount of work to 
maintain our high standards, " 
Varady said. 

"Eventually, all Ford ven- 
dors will have to have SPCs/' 
he added.

Magistrate eyes judge post

Thirty-fourth District Court 
Magistrate Mark Maironis has 
announced his interest in seek- 
ing appointment to fill the term 
of retiring Judge James B, 
Stone. 

Stone, whose term of office 
expires in November, 1990, is 
slated to retire on May 1. 

The vacancy will be filled by 
an appointment from Gov. 
James Blanchard, following 
Stone’s retirement. Applica- 
tions for the post will be 
screened and evaluated by a 
committee of the State Bar 
Association prior to the nam ing 
of a new district court judge by 
the governor. The appointee 
will be required to run for elec- 
tion in the 1990 balloting. 

"We will all miss Judge 
Slone," Maironis said. "The 
community was well-served by 
him, and he will be missed." 

Maironis, who is a Van Buren 
Township resident with a law 
practice in Belleville, was 
appointed to his current post 18 
months ago. As a part-time 
court magistrate, Maironis 
hears traffic cases, civil infrac- 
tion s and small claims. 
Although a large portion of his 


practice involved cases heard 
in the 34th District Court prior 
to his appointment, Maironis is 
now ? banned from representing 
clients in the courtroom where 
he is a part-time magistrate - a 
policy that, he acknowledges, 
has curtailed his practice in re- 
cent months, 

"I still have a busy prac- 
tice," Maironis said, "and I 
also teach business law at Hen- 
ry Ford Community College/ 1 

Due to the heavy case load of 
the district court, Maironis was 
appointed to alleviate the work 
load of Judge Stone and Judge 
Henry Zaborowski, From time 
to time rumors have circulated 
that a third district judge 
would be named, but no official 
confirmation of a third 
judgeship in the future has 
been made. 

"A magistrate could be de- 
scribed as a mini-judge with 
duties that could be equated to 
that of a justice of the peace," 
Maironis said. "At times, l 
handle arraignments, issue 
warrants and preside over pre- 
liminary hearings." 

During the past months as 
magistrate, Maironis believes 
he has gained an understand- 
ing of the court procedures and 
day-to-day operations of the 


district court. This, be said, 
should give him "an edge" on 
other applicants for the posi- 
tion. 

"In my duties as magistrate, 

I deal with people and I deal 
with the system,” Maironis 
said, "1 do on a small scale 
w'hat the two judges do on a lar- 
ger scale." 

One of the most difficult 
aspects of his duties is presid- 
ing over the small claims 
court, the magistrate said. 

"There are no attorneys, no 
police officers and no prosecu- 
tors in the small claims court," 
Maironis said. "There are two 
people who each believe they 
are right - they wouldn’t have 
come to court if they didn’t be- 
lieve that - and they are all 
dealing with emotions. Some 
become very upset when they 
lose their cases, because they 
do not have an understanding 
of the law and what is required 
as proof of their claims. 

"Many of the cases involve 
intangibles and non-economic 
losses which are difficult to 
assess," Maironis said, ques- 
tioning, for example, how one 
would determine the amount of 
compensation for the loss of so- 
cial engagements due to a 
beautician burning the hair of a 
customer?

he has a letter from the railway 
company detailing the plans 
for the repairs, 

"I have had some conversa- 
tions with these people... right 
now Fve got in my possession a 
letter from them saying they 
will address these crossings...!

Zilka admit- 
ted he has been quite vocal in 
past years accusing officials of

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Rouge rescue: $500 million proposal adopted by group

A comprehensive. $500- 
million plan to rescue the 
Rouge River from years of neg- 
lect has been adopted by mem- 
bers of the General Assembly 
of the Southeast Michigan 
Council of Governments. 

Members of the General 
Assembly were brought up-to- 
date on the plan as part of a 
public hearing Thursday. 

Drafted as the result of a 1985 
directive from the Michigan 
Water Resources Commission, 
the Rouge River Remedial Ac- 
tion Plan, also known as RAP. 
has been circulating in draft 
form throughout all 48 com- 
munities in the Rouge River 
basin. 

The RAP has been approved 
by members of the Rouge Riv- 
er Basin Committee and Ex- 
ecutive Steering Committee. 

Committee members are 
hopeful the plan will serve as a 
guide for the implementation 
of corrective measures to im- 
prove water quality in the 
Rouge through the year 2005. 

The recommendations made 
in the RAP will be im- 
plemented through a coopera- 
tive effort between the Water 
Resources Commission, the 
DNR, the U S. Environmental 
Protection Agency and local 
units of government. 

A key principle of the RAP is 
to proceed with feasible, high- 


priority corrective measures 
as soon as possible. Early in the 
planning stages, it was deter- 
mined that major sewer im- 
provement programs were 
needed in the Rouge River 
basin. 

Crucial to the success of the 
RAP are the North Huron Val- 
ley/Rouge Valley sewer pro- 
ject, also known as “Supersew- 
er,” and the Evergreen- 
Farmington Sewage Disposal 
System. 

These projects are designed 
to eliminate sanitary sewer 
overflows and reduce com- 
bined sewer overflows to the 
Rouge River on a regional 
basis. 

Combined sewer overflows 
represent an out-dated method 
of transporting waste Prior to 
the 1950s, many communities 
built a sewer system which 
transported both water and 
sewage together, according to 
James Rogers, project mana- 
ger for SEMCOG. During a 
heavy rainfall, he said, the 
sewage escaped from the sys- 
tem into the river. 

RAP officials hope to solve 
the combined sewer overflow' 
problem by either requiring 
communities to separate their 
sewers into two systems - one 
of sewage, one for water - or by 
providing minimum treatment 
of the water through an 
appropriate settling, skim- 
ming and disinfecting process.

Wick 
and Beacon Day Treatment 
schools, all in Romulus, par- 
ticipated in DARE. 

The DARE program is 
funded with drug forfeiture 
money confiscated by police. 

“In the classroom, it's more 
personalized It's just Like 
teaching a class. You have a 
more controlled environ- 
ment. 1 ’ Smagner said, “This 
way students also get to see 
police officers in a different 
light. They see them as some- 
one who can be helpful to 
people." 

When the 17- week course has 
ended, students are allowed to 
walk through a special gradua- 
tion ceremony and receive a 
certificate of completion

I also like 
geometry. Next year I hope to 
take that at the junior high/' 

In high school, Nunlee said 
he wants to take tougher math 
classes and possibly classes 
offered at the community col- 
lege.

Because of his math skills, 
Nunlee said he has earned re- 
spect from his friends. Some- 
times students ask him to do 
their homework, but he always 
says “no/ 1 

“I would like to try tutoring. 
If someone asked me today, 1 
would tutor them/' he said. 

In the future, Nunlee said he 
wants to become an engineer 
Aside from his love of 
mathematics, Nunlee said he 
likes basketball and particu- 
larly enjoys watching the De- 
troit Pistons play. He also likes 
playing footbalL 

A second math wizard 
attends Cory Elementary 
School, He is sixth-grader 
Gerald Luster, 

Like Nunlee, Luster's love of 
mathematics began at an early 
age. 

“In second grade, I asked my 
cousin about fractions. I went

a worksheet on fractions and it 
was sort of easy for me/ Lus- 
ter said. 

In third grade, Luster was 
given the fourth-grade math 
book to use. As time went on, 
his math skills improved. And, 
like Nunlee, Luster is taking 
Silveri s algebra class. 

“Math has always been fun 
to me. My father and mother 
both are good in math and 
they’ve helped me along in it," 
Luster said. “In junior high, I 
want to take geometry and the 
highest levels of math classes.

Members of the state House 
of Representatives have passed 
a bill that would require boats 
i hat have marine sanitation de~ 
v ices to also be equipped with 
jKjllutiorvcontroI devices. 

The bill would prohibit the dis- 
charge of raw sewage from 
boats into state waters. Docking 
facilities with a capacity of 16 
water craft or more would have 
to provide pump-out facilities 
with sanitation holding tanks. 

The bill is now in the state 
Senate. 

Lawkmakers OK 
bond expenditures 

Members of the state Legisla- 
ture recently approved the first 
^expenditure from the $800 mil- 
lion quality of life bond issue 
Approved by voters last year. 

The $101 million plan for 1989 
/includes $23,2 million for toxic- 
f waste cleanup, $21.9 million for 
. closing unlicensed landfills, $8,2 
: million for improving wastewa- 
ter-treatment facilities, $25 mil- 
.lion for Great Lakes protection, 
$20 million for state -park re- 
pairs and $2.7 million for admi- 
nistration and implementation. 


Living will bill 
eyed by lawmakers 

A bill recently passed by 
inembers of a stale House com- 
inittee would allow Michigan re- 
sidents to control the medical 
treatment they undergo when 
terminally ill, via a "living 
will,' 1 

The legally binding written 
Statement to a person’s family 
doctor would specify what 
medical treatment the indi- 
vidual desires if he or she be- 
comes irreversibly injured or 
sick. 


Lawmakers OK 
franchise bill 

State lawmakers have unani- 
mously approved a bill to re- 
form state franchise law and 
improve the Michigan business 
climate. 

In the new law, franchisers 
will no longer face rescission of 
a franchise agreement as a 
penalty for failing to meet state- 
filing deadlines. 

Franchisers will continue to 
face civil penalties of $100 per 
day, until filing requirements 
are met. 


Plan rewarding 
good attendance 

A recently introduced state 
House bill would establish the 
Governor’s Achievement In- 
centive program , also known as 
GAIN, to reward Michigan 
schools that demonstrate im- 
p r o v e m e n t in students’ 
academic performance, in- 
creased attendance rates and 
reduced dropout rates. 

The program would provide 
annual funding of $15 million to 
support the GAIN awards to 
schools that most successfully 
meet the district improvement 
plan 


Claims court is 
expanded in bill 

Legislation recently intro- 
duced in the state House would 
expand the jurisdiction of small 
claims court and simplify the 
judicial procedure. 

The bill would increase the 
limit of small claims sessions 
from $l.5on to $2,000 and allow 
certain fraud causes to be beard 
in small claims court

Lawsuit sought: Educators ask for fair funding

Representatives of the In- 
F p r m u I a S chon] D i s 1 r i c t 
Caucus have announced plans 
lo combat what they see as un- 
fair state funding of education. 

Caucus leaders announced 
■Thursday that they would re- 
quest a declaratory judgement 
from Wayne County Circuit 
Court regarding the use of pub- 
lic school" funds to challenge the 
constitutionality of the current 
system for determining state 
funding for schools. 

Caucus members expressed 
outrage over the current sys- 
t e m Th e y sa id t h e c u r r e nt sys- 
tem allows a $5,000 funding gap 
between affluent districts with 
high tax bases and not-so- 
vvealthy districts. 

At the time of the announce- 
ment. 114 of the 250 in-formula 
districts in the caucus added 
their support to the action. 

In-formula school districts 
receive funds from the state 
based on the number of stu- 
dents enrolled in l he district 

Caucus leaders are also con- 
sidering a ballot petition for the 
1990 general election to clarify 
l he constitutional responsibili- 
ties of the state

State Rep. William Keith fD- 
Garden City) said this week 
that he believes that the law- 
makers will push for a school 
finance reform bill this fall 

"There is no doubt in my 
mind that most of us want a 
bill, and that is a priority item 
here in Lansing/’ Keith said. 
“But I believe we all want 
something that will be fair and 
equitable for all of the school 
districts.” 

The lawmakers’ last 
attempt, a package that would 
increase the state sales tax 


from 4 to 6 cents in exchange 
for a 30- to 35-percent decrease 
in property taxes, didn’t re- 
ceive Senate approval earlier 
this month. 

Meanwhile, Keith said, 
members of the House Educa- 
tion Committee, of which he is 
chairman, passed out of com- 
mittee House Bill 4336, the 
state school-aid appropriation 
bill. The legislation was refer- 
red last week to the House 
Appropriations Committee. 

The bill reduces state aid to 
wealthier districts by boosting 
the basic-aid provisions and re- 
moves all eategoricals from 
the school-aid formula, with 
the exception of the special- 
education categorical f $ 1 7 2 
million) and pumps that money 
back into the formula, accord- 


ing to Keith. 

The change will bring the tot- 
al number of in-formula dis- 
tricts from 404 to 433 and 29,260 
children back into formula, 
Keith said. The new general 
membership formula will 
guarantee $103 21 per mill the 
school district levies. 

"Changing accounting prac- 
tices will bring school districts 
more in sync with the state’s 
accounting practices,” Keith 
said, "This would help about 
100 districts that are facing de- 
ficits. But it doesn’t take the 
problem away.” 

In the proposed bill, districts 
would be able to use their Au- 
gust state-aid payment for the 
current school year, rather 
than applying it to the upcom- 
ing year. 


Kids are belted in new state bill

One local lawmaker hopes to 
save up to 50 lives by sponsor- 
ing a new addition to the state 
seat-belt law. 

The bill, proposed by state 
Rep. James Kosteva (D-Canton 
Township), has been approved 
by members of the state House 
of Representatives. It requires 
children 16 and younger to 
wear seat belts, regardless of 
where they sit in an auto- 
mobile. 

The current seat-belt law - 
which was renewed by state 
lawmakers last week -does not 
require back-seat passengers 
to wear seat belts, with the ex- 
ception of children ages 4 and 
younger. 

"I’m very pleased that the 
bill was passed, especially 
since children aged 4 to 16 have 
the lowest seat-belt usage com- 
pared to all other age groups 
Kosteva said. “Requiring chil- 
dren to use seat belts at all 


times will encourage them to 
use them throughout their 
lives.” 

The bill will now go to the 
state Senate for consideration 
However, despite 68-33 approv- 
al by House members, Kosteva 
believes the bill will be opposed 
in the Senate. 

"There are a number of sena- 
tors who believe it is not the 
government's job to make this 
decision for people,” Kosteva 
said. “But, if it is going to have 
this much of an impact, it is 
needed.” 

Kosteva estimated that there 
are more than 140,000 injuries 
in auto accidents every year in 
Michigan. In 80 percent of the 
cases, the passenger is not 
wearing a seat belt, he said. 

In the 4- to 16-year -old age 
group, highway accidents are 
the leading cause of death , Kos- 
teva continued. 

“It’s been proven time and 
again that seat-belt use helps to 
prevent injury and fatalities/ 1 
Kosteva said It also helps to 
keep automobile insurance

rates lower. This legislation 
makes Michigan’s current seat 
belt law even more effective,” 
And, although the bill is ex- 
pected to save lives, local in- 
surance officials don’t believe 
it will save drivers money, 

"It will have a very neglig- 
ible effect on insurance 
rates,” said David Carpenter, 
of Langworthy-Kendall agen- 
cy, in Wayne. "The idea is very 
good if it is to save lives, but I 
don’t see it as a money saver.” 

Carpenter predicted only a $7 
savings on a policy which co- 
vered personal injury. 

In the new bill, a seat-belt 
violation would remain a 
secondary offense, and police 
officers would be prohibited 
from stopping motorists and 
ticketing them solely for a seat- 
belt infraction. 

The measure exempts nurs- 
ing babies and does not apply to 
motorists who are transporting 
more children than there are 
available seat belts in the auto- 
mobile.

When an improvement on the 
home or yard is planned local 
building officials suggest that 
homeowners check with the 
building department to see if a 
permit is required 

“When in doubt, call t lie 
building department/ 1 ex 
plained Anita Parsons, secret- 
ary of the Van Buren Township 
building department. “There 
are so many things a permit is 
needed for. and so few things 
it's not But they must have the 
permit before the work is 
started.” 

The building department 
should also be called im- 
mediately when residential 
building plans are considered, 
Parsons said The department 
acts as a check on the homeow- 
ner to determine what is 
needed for the job and how the 
building codes will be fulfilled. 

“The building department 
can always check what you 
need and. in many cases, will 
save you money by what they 
tell you," Parsons said. “They 
can tell you what type of permit 
is needed before you start and 
how many permits you’ll need. 
Some may need permits for 
plumbing, electrical or 
heating/’ 

Building permits and subse- 
quent work inspections are re- 
quired for public-safety 
reasons, according to Bill Par- 
go, building official in Belle- 
vUle. 

“The premise for getting the 
permit is to provide for the 
health, safety and protection of 
the public/' Pargo said.

‘Federal 
deficit 
hits home’

The federal deficit not only is 
a national concern but is a 
threat to the well-being of local 
communities, according to 
U.S. Senator Carl Levin (D- 
Detroit). 

Levin voiced his concerns ab- 
out the impact of the national 
debt during a public forum in 
Canton Township March 20. 

The national debt, currently 
estimated at $2.6 trillion, cuts 
into funding for several com- 
munity programs, Levin said, 

“The so-called community 
block grant funding is in jeopar- 
dy,” Levin said 

Communities receive fund- 
ing for community- 
development block-grants 
annually. The money is ear- 
marked for organizations or in- 
dividuals who can make a spe- 
cific contribution to their town. 
Recipients include youth - 
assistance programs, cultural 
groups and organizations 
which help the needy or hand- 
icapped. 

“The deficit has seen a slow- 
down in road monies,” Levin 
continued. 

Funding that was once used 
for road improvements or de- 
velopment is now going toward 
alleviating the deficit, Levin 
said. In addition, the deficit has 
harmed other community- 
development programs, such 
as the Urban Development Ac- 
tion Grant, according to Levin. 

The senator is not optimistic 
about future improvements in 
federal assistance to local com- 
munities. 

“Until we address the deficit, 
I don’t think it’s likely. They’re 
(communities) going to con- 
tinue to be squeezed. Roads 
and development programs 
will continue to be squeezed.” 

How should federal lawmak- 
ers solve the problem? 

Levin has called for cuts in 
defense spending, including 
funding for the noted “star 
wars” project.

LIFESTYLE 
CHANGES MAY 
REDUCE CANCER 
RISKS 

By Andrew J. Hopkins, M.D. 

All too often, all we hear about 
cancer is our exposure to risk. But 
there is good news, too. We now 
know that we can make changes in 
lifestyle to reduce our chances of 
developing cancer. 

IMPROVE YOUR DIET 

Statistics have shown that eating 
certain foods rnay significantly 
reduce cancer risk. Choosing more 
vegetables from the cabbage family 
seems to protect against colorectal, 
stomach, and respiratory cancers. 

High fiber diets lessen the risk of 
colon cancer. There is evidence that 
foods high in vitamin A (carrots, 
peaches, and squash) and foods 
high in vitamin C (oranges, 
grapefruit, cantaloupe, and 
strawberries) also reduce cancer 
risk. 

There are other ways to improve 
your diet to protect yourself. Trim 
visible fat from meal. Avoid sail - 
cured, smoked, or nitrite-cured 
foods. And keep your weight at a 
level appropriate to your height. 


DEVELOP HEALTH HABITS 

If you smoke, slop. Smoking is 
the primary cause of lung cancer 
and can contribute to many other 
types of cancer, 

Don't bask in the sun. Long-term 
overexposure can cause skin cancer. 
Use sunscreens, wear hats, and 
cover up. 

Avoid unnecessary X-rays. When 
your doctor or dentist prescribes an 
X-ray, ask about shields to protect 
other parts of your body. 

If you drink, do so only in 
moderation. Alcohol may increase 
your risk of liver cancer. 

Most Americans will never get 
cancer. In fact, medical experts 
estimate that only one in three 
people develop cancer during their 
lifetime. There are personal 
differences in risk factors. If you 
have questions concerning your 
individual health, ask your doctor. 

You can take steps which may 
move you into the low -risk group. 
Healthy habits, learned early and 
practiced throughout life, can do a 
great deal to protect you and your 
family

Local elections 

1 989 is the year for council, school seats

With a lack of presidential 
debates and controversial 
national issues on the ballot, 
this election year promises to 
be less dramatic than 
1 988, Election issues will 
focus closer to home, officials 
said, w ith an eye tow ard school 
miliages and mayoral elec- 
tions. 

Wayne County Clerk James 
Killeen said, at this point, there 
will be no state or county items 
on the ballot for voter consid- 
eration this veer, 

“There's nothing in the mill 
right now/* Killeen said 
Controversy concerning the 
use of automatic weapons, 
however, may lead to 
a statewide referendum, Kil- 
leen predicted. 

Community elections will 
draw the attention of voters 
this year- A number of local 
officials will be vying for office 
and several proposals will be 
put before voters, 

• In Westland, residents will 
select a mayor and four mem- 
bers of city council this Novem- 
ber. Mayor Charles Griffin is 
expected to run for re-election 
to a second four-year term. 
Council seats which will be 
available this year in Westland 


now r belong to eouncilmen, 
Kenneth Mehl, A. Kent Her- 
bert, Benjamin DeHart and 
William Ziemba, City Clerk Di- 
ane Rohraff said none of the 
officials have requested peti- 
tions for re-election yet 

• In Romulus, voters will be 
asked to make a “clean sweep 1 ’ 
of public officials. The mayor, 
clerk, treasurer and seven city 
council positions will be open. 

Several officials have ex- 
pressed interest in running 
again, including Mayor Beverly 
Me Anally and Councilman 
Ellis Pennington, according to 
City Clerk Linda Choate. Cho- 
ate is also expected to cam- 
paign for re-election. 

Voters will also select two 
members of the Romulus 
Board of Education this year. 
The seats are currently occu- 
pied by Dan Bales, treasurer, 
and Sandra Langley. School 
elections are scheduled for 
June 12. 

Voters will also consider tw r o 
proposals. For Romulus 
schools, voters will decide whe- 
ther or not school board mem- 
bers should serve four-year 
terms. Currently they serve for 
two years. The second issue on 
the ballot pertains to the mini- 
mum city contract price sub- 
ject to competitive bids. If 
approved, councilmembers 


could change the minimum 
amount at their leisure 

• Wayne will also be the 
scene of city elections this 
year. Along with the position of 
mayor, currently occupied by 
Patrick Norton, three council 
seats will open. The seats in- 
clude those of Robert Beeny, 
Thomas Kelly and Albert 
Damitio. 

• V o t e r s i n t h e W a y n e - 
Westland Community Schools 
district, including Wayne, 
Westland, Inkster and Canton, 
will have two board of educa- 
tion positions to consider. The 
terms of Andrew Spisak, Jr 
president of the board of educa- 
tion. and Kenneth Barnhill Jr,, 
treasurer, will expire in June. 
Spisak has requested a petition 
for re-election, according to 
Wayne-Westland school offi- 
cials. 

• In Belleville, voters will 
select to city councilmembers. 
Agnes Frisch, city clerk, said 
neither David Fields nor 
Richard Smith have formally 
announced plans to campaign 
for re-election. 

Communities with city elec- 
tions this year will host prim- 
ary elections for those offices 
Sept, 12 At least three people 
must petition for a particular 
office to justify a primary elec- 
tion If a primary is not neces- 


sary, all petitioners will have 
their names placed on the 
November ballot 

Millage proposals will also 
vie for voter attention this 
year, 

• One election, for Inkster 
and Westwood school districts, 
was staged Monday, Voters in 
the Inkster approved an 8- mi 11 
tax package. The package in- 
cluded a plan to maintain cur- 
rent educational levels, to im- 
prove programs and to remove 
asbestos from the schools. 

A mill represents $1 of prop- 
erty tax for each $1,000 of state 
equalized property value 

In the Westwood school dis- 
trict, voters turned down a 7- 
mill package, 

• In Van Buren Township, vo- 
ters will decide the fate of a 4- 
rnill increase April 17, Bellevil- 
le schools. as well as Van Buren 
schools, would be affected. 

Voters in the Plymouth* 
Canton school district will fill 
one school board position and 
vote on a millage increase. 
Board President Dave Artley 
has announced his plans to run 
for re-election to his board 
post. 

School officials are asking 
for a 4-mill increase as well as 
an 8-mill renewal for the 

schools. 


Reactions mixed to new poll-closing bill

Although the 1992 presiden- 
tial election is nearly four 
years away, a recently intro- 
duced federal bill has already 
sparked election-year debates 
locally. 

U S, Sen. Donald Riegle (D- 
Flint) introduced legislation 
March 16 that would establish a 
single poll-closing time in the 
continental United States for 
presidential elections. The bill 
would establish a uniform clos- 
ing time of 9 p.m. Eastern Stan- 
dard Time. Daylight Savings 
Time would be extended for 
two weeks in the Pacific Time 
Zone, allowing polls in that re- 
gion to close at 7 p.m. 

Locally, the current 8 p.m, 
poll-closing time would be 
changed to 9 p.m 

4i The negative effect of early 
projections on voter turnout in 
presidential elections has been 
proven. The fact is that many 
people feel there is no use vot- 
ing when the news media has 
already declared a winner. The 
current system harbors a feel- 
ing of 'my vote won't count any- 
way/ ” Riegle said. 

Local city clerks, who coor- 
dinate area elections, express- 
ed mixed views about the bill 
last week. 

“I believe, with polls closing 
different times throughout the 
country, it discourages voters. 
It*s going to mean longer 
hours, but 1 don’t have a prob- 
lem with it/* said Delphine 
Oden, Inkster city clerk 

Cheryl Fain, clerk for Van 
Buren Townshisj, questioned 
whether or not a uniform poll 
closing time would be worth- 
while, 

“I would like to see it remain 
as it is/* she said. “It would 
make an extremely long day 
for our workers. Election work- 
ers are hard enough to find as it 
is/* 

Linda Choate, Romulus city 
clerk, said the bill would have 
more impact on the West 
Coast. She questioned the 
reasoning for such a bill from a 
senator representing the Mid- 
west 

4 T would understand if he 
were a senator from Califor- 


nia/* she said. 

Choate remembers the 1984 
presidential election, during 
w'hich members of the televi- 
sion media predicted a winner 
early in the evening. East 
Coast polls closed, but polls re- 


mained open in the West. 

“People stayed away from 
the polls in droves. It hurt the 
local candidates out there a 
lot/' Choate said. 

The bill is a good one, accord- 
ing to Loren Bennett, Canton 


Township clerk. 

“Certainly, the concept, 1 be- 
lieve, is a good one/* he said, 

“That way, the voting on the 
East Coast does not influence 
the voting on the West Coast ’*

State bill to aid 
local incinerators

A Ih)I which would allow the 
continuation of incinerator ash 
disposal in one area landfill 
was passed by members of the 
slate House of Representatives 
March 21, helping to alleviate 
the concerns of officials from 
the Central Wayne County 
Sanitation Authority. 

House Bill 4311, if passed by 
the Senate, would allow mem- 
bers of the authority to con- 
tinue to dispose of incinerator 
ash in the authority-owned 
landfill in Huron Township. 

Member communities in- 
clude Dearborn Heights, Car- 
den City, Inkster, Wayne and 
Westland, 

“This legislation would de- 
fine the landfill and trucking 
requirements for incinerator 
ash/ 1 said Ralph L). Magid, 
director of public services for 
Wayne and a director of 
CWCSA. '‘.. without passage of 
I IB 431 1, it is feared that there 
may be a move underway to 
completely prohibit inciner- 
ator ash from being placed in 
the authorjty-owned landfill in 
the future/* 

The bill would require that 
ash destined for the Huron 
Township landfill be placed in 
specially-lined and covered 
pits using clay, plastic or other 
non-porous substances. 

“We feel this is safe and 
reasonable manner to dispose 
of ash/’ Magid said. “Without 
the capability of hauling ash to 
the authority-owned landfill, 
this would result in a signifi- 
cant increase in cost to each 
and every resident of the five 
communities comprising the 
Central Wayne County Sanita- 
tion Authority. 11 

The bill, introduced by state 
Hep, Michael Griffin ( D - 


Jackson) F e b . 23, was 
approved by the House Con- 
servation Committee, received 
the full support of the House 
M a r c h 2 1 a n d now a w a its 
assignment to a Senate com- 
mittee before consideration by 
the full Senate. 

The proposed bill has re- 
ceived the reluctant support of 
members of the Michigan En- 
vironmental Council, also 
known as MEC, who endorsed 
recent amendments providing 
for stricter environmental con- 
trols and a greater public voice 
in the overall process. 

The new guidelines estab- 
lished in HB 4311 would allow 
incinerator ash which has been 
declared hazardous to be 
stored in the specially-adapted 
landfills, saving local com- 
munities large amounts of 
money. 

Under current state and 
federal guidelines* hazardous 
incinerator ash must be stored 
in a hazardous waste landfill. 

For officials of the nearly- 
completed Detroit incinerator, 
the bill could mean an $18 mil- 
lion difference in ash disposal 
costs. 

For residents of Westland, 
costs associated with hazar- 
dous waste disposal could in- 
crease disposal fees by 10 
times, according to Art Wiita- 
la, Westland representative on 
CWCSA* 

“I really don*t believe the 
ash is hazardous/* Wiitala 
said. “We*ve been asking our 
representatives to favor the 
bill. The bad part is, if we were 
required to dispose to a hazar- 
dous landfill, it would increase 
the garbage costs by 10 times. 

“If we felt the ash was hazar- 
dous, our opinion would be 
different. The majority is 
household waste, we’re not 
very industrial here.* 1

us, but they’re not recognized for it.” 

Bruce {not his real name) is also a 
student at Wayne Memorial. He is also 
a skinhead, but his personal beliefs 
are not affiliated with any one specific 
group. 

“I don’t see why everything has to 
come down to race,” Bruce said. 
“People are people. Why can’t every- 
one just be people? I’m just for all the 
races united. True skinheads are not 
racist.” 

John (not his real name} is a sopho- 
more at Franklin High School, in Livo- 
nia. He is a white supremacist skinhead 

“White supremacist skinhead - 
that’s the only kind of skinhead there 
is,” John said. “Skinheads don’t just 
have bald heads. Skinhead is a belief. 
People who say blacks and whites can 
live together are crazy.” 

Just how prevalent are skinheads? 

Do they pose any threat to society? 

“What we have here is pseudo- 
skinheads,” said Sgt. James Garred, 
of the Livonia Police Department 
youth bureau. “It’s like the satanists 
or any other popular group. They read 
about it, hear about it, try to show out- 
wardly they belong to that type of 
group. It's popular.” 

Livonia police officials have experi- 
enced problems which could be related 
to the skinhead movement, Garred 
said. But nothing has been serious 
enough to warrant major concerns.

Local high schools today are filled 
with the “in” groups. 

Yes, there are the “jocks,” the 
“brains,” and some reference is still 
made about the “burnouts.” 


But mention the word “skinhead,” 
and you’re likely to prompt a variety 
of responses about this new breed of a 
high school peer group. 

Like anything else not fully under- 
stood, the term evokes strong images 
- most of them negative. But skin- 
heads are not skin deep. There is more 
to them than meets the eye. Some of it 
is harmless. Some of it isn't. 

The skinhead movement began in 
England in the late 1960s, initially to 
counter the free wheeling, free-love 
movement, which characterized the 
“hippie” revolution. 

The skinheads of the time wore con- 
servative clothing and hair styles. Sus- 
penders and work boots served to re- 
mind them of their ties to the working 
class. The conservative outlook was 
strengthened by strong beliefs against 


premarital sex, alcohol and drugs. 

Since then, the movement has 
evolved to include a variety of diver- 
gent views. 

Rick (not his real name) is a student 
at Wayne Memorial High School, in 
Wayne. He is a separatist skinhead. 

He bears no animosity against minor- 
ity groups but believes members of 
such groups should be segregated 
from a white society. 

“Nobody realizes what the blacks 
are doing to us,” Rick said. “More 
black kids are getting into colleges 
than white kids. The standards have 
been lowered. White people can’t 
scream racism. They’re racist against

Garred cited alleged eases of 
assault and battery involving 
skinheads and some van- 
dalism 

“We had an incident a few 
years ago/' said Rabbi Martin 
Gordon, of the Livonia Jewish 
Congregation. “Some swasti- 
kas were hand-painted with a 
brush on the building. We fi- 
gured out who was the culprit. 
It was an individual who had a 
problem with alcoholism I 
agreed not to press charges. 

Gordon said that, although 
the skinhead movement by it- 
self does not cause him con- 
cern, there is one possibility 
that poses great potential dan- 
gers.

neo-Nazis, right-wing Christ- 
ians, KKK - if they ever got 
together on the common 
ground - they would number 
quite a few. This possibility 
frightens one tremendously. 1 

“One of our main goals is bet- 
ter organization,” John said, of 
his group. “We have a few diffe- 
rent beliefs than the KKK and 
the Nazis, but we could all get 
along/ 1 

John said he recently 
attended a rally at a secret loca- 
tion in Detroit, in which approx- 
imately 50 skinheads from 
across the state attended. 

“They want to show that 
they're independent,” police 
officer Garred said. “We've had 
some problems where they try 
to do some things to make you 
believe they're supremacists. 
Every time we talk to them, 
there's nothing of substance, no- 
thing below the surface.” 

William MacFarland, prin- 


cipal of Churchill High School, 
in Livonia, said vandalism in his 
school is at an all-time low. As 
far as MacFarland is con- 
cerned, skinheads are nothing 
to worry about. 

“I can remember Rebel With- 
out a Cause" MacFarland said. 
“It was a glorification of teen- 
age gangs and violence. I don't 
see anything approaching that 
kind of thing here.” 

Police officials also believe 
the high-school skinhead move- 
ment is only a fad, but it is a fad 
that reflects a changing society. 

“Twenty years ago, the top 
four problems in school were 
chewing gum in class, talking, 
laughing and skipping school,” 
Garred said. “Today, you see 
crack cocaine, felonious assault 
and murder. Part of it is socio- 
economic. When we were kids, 
it was Dick Clark's Bandstand. 


Now, it's MTV.” 

Not all skinheads are neo- 
Nazis, nor do they sport affilia- 
tions with the clan. All skin- 
heads claim they are against 
confrontation and/or violence. 
Skinheads do not use drugs. 

Skinheads at Wayne Memo- 
rial and Franklin high schools 
claim that members of the 
media have distorted the skin- 
head movement. Group mem- 
bers want only to express their 
beliefs without fear of reprisal, 
they say. They don't deny that 
racism exists. In fa ct, » hsy ac k- 
nowledge it: 

“That's how I was brought 
up,” Rick said. “Racism is be- 
coming more from the under- 
ground up. In the KKK, people 
knew who they were, but you 
couldn't point a finger. Today, a 
lot more people are coming out 
of the closet and saying, ‘yes, 
Pm a racist/ "

Let's see, we can't eat eggs 
due to the cholesterol. We can't 
eat apples because of Alar, the 
carcinogenic pesticide. We

This is a recipe which origin- 
ated in California, where the 
berries are big and ripe and jui- 
cy-like the ones seen here late- 
ly, and while we may be jump- 
ing the gun somewhat, with 
these warm days and the sun 
shining, what could bring the 
promise of warm summer days 
a little closer with more impact 
than a huge shoe of strawberry 
pie with a big dollop of whipped 
cream? Hey, it just doesn’t get 
any better than this. 

Strawberry pie 

For the crust: 

1 cup graham cracker crumbs 
(about 18 single crackers) 

5 Tablespoons butter, melted 
1/2 cup sliced almonds (or 
walnuts) 

For the filling: 

2 pints whole strawberries, 
washed and hulled 

1/2 cup water 

1 cup sugar 

2 1/2 tablespoons cornstarch 
Juice of half a lemon 

8 whole strawberries for garnish 
Whipped cream 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 

To prepare crust mix together 
the crushed crackers, melted 
butter and nuts. Press into a 9- 
inch pie pan. Bake 6 minutes. Set 
aside to cool. 

To prepare filling crush one 
pint of strawberries. In a one- 
quart saucepan, cook crushed 
strawberries, water, sugar and 
cornstarch over medium-low 
heat until the mixture boils and 
is clear and thickened, strirring 
frequently. Cool, but do not 
chill. Stir in the juice of one half 
lemon 

whole, hulled strawberries in the 
cooled pie shell, pointed ends up. 
Pour the cooled filling over the 
whole berries. Refrigerate two to 
three hours, or until the filling is 
set. 

Serve garnished with whipped 
cream and whole strawberries. 

Note : If the berries do not seem 
especially dark, ripe and sweet, 
up to 1/2 cup more sugar can be 
added. Also, be sure the whipped 
cream has been sweetened and 
flavored with vanilla for extra 
flavor.

Experimenting with taste 

Local cook cannot be trusted with most recipes

No recipe is safe in the hands of 
Wanda Lawson, 

She simply cannot resist the urge to 
alter it or add her own creative 
touches. 

For Lawson, a resident of Van 
Buren Township, experimenting is 
part of the joy of cooking. The other 
benefits are the reactions she re- 
ceives from her two sons. 

This style of cooking is a family 
tradition, Lawson explained. 

“My mom is a good cook. One of the 
things I've gotten from her is I don’t 
always follow the recipe. M she said 
"If 1 have a plain recipe, I do things to 
jazz it up.” 

This method backfired, however, 
when Lawson was still learning to 
cook. She recalled a home economics 
assignment in which she was to create 
a colorful meal. Lawson used food col 
oring to create colorful veggies. 

The red peas were not a hit, she 
said. 

“It was colorful, but no one ate it," 
she laughed. 

Today, Lawson’s creations are 
more successful, but they are still 
spontaneous. 

‘i look through the cupboard and 
see what 1 have/’ she said. 

When Lawson invited friends for a 
barbecue and discovered she had no 
sauce, she substituted honey. Now, 
she uses honey regularly when mak- 
ing chicken. 

Another simple experiment led to 
chocolate-chip cookies without the 
chips. Instead, Lawson adds pecans. 

As a time-saver, she usually makes 
cookies bar-style in a cake pan. 

Lawson admitted that she is not as 
adventurous as her mother was in the 
kitchen. She remembers a spaghetti 
sauce her mother made with corn, 
peas and several types of 
mushrooms. 

11 It looked raunchy, but it was 
good," she said. 

Lawson is not always ex- 


pen m e n t mg , ho we v er 
‘*1 love baking. That’s my favorite. 
The kids love when I make bread," 
Lawson said. 

Actually, all of the recipes Lawson 
contributed below have received a 
seal of approval from sons Brett. 4, 
and Tyler, 6. Now, you be the judge. 


Sauerkraut pork chops 

6 pork chops 
12 cup brown sugar 
1 medium apple, peeled and cored 
1 can sauerkraut 

1 4 cup chopped pecans (optional) 
Pinch of salt 


Chop apple into 1 /4-inch squares. Mix 
apple, brown sugar, salt, sauerkraut 
and nuts. Spread chops on bottom of 9- 
by-13-inch pan. Cover with apple mix- 
ture. Bake at 350 degrees for 45 minutes. 
Mix and put pork chops on top and broil 
until brown. 


Sopa de polio a la Mexicana 
(Mexican chicken soup) 

1 4 1/2- to 5-pound stewing chicken, 
cut up 

6 cups water 
3 to 4 onion slices 
3 stalks celery, cut up 
1 teaspoon salt 
18 teaspoon pepper 
1 16-ounce can tomatoes, cut up 

3 medium carrots, thinly sliced 
(1 1/2 cups) 

1 medium onion, chopped (1/2 cup) 

4 teaspoons instant chicken bouillon 
granules 

1 small zucchini, thinly sliced (4 
ounces) 

1 cup frozen peas 

1 small avocado, seeded, peeled and 
sliced 

In Dutch oven, combine chicken, wa- 
ter, onion slices, celery, salt and pepper 
Simmer, covered, for 2 hours or until 


chicken is tender. Remove chicken from 
broth. Strain broth, discarding veget- 
ables, Return broth to Dutch oven. Add 
undrained tomatoes, sliced carrots, 
chopped onion and bouillon granules. 
Simmer, covered, for 30 minutes or until 
the carrots are tender. 

Meanwhile, when chicken is cool 
enough to handle, remove skin and 
bones from chicken. Discard skin and 
bones.

1/2 teaspoon tarragon 
Dash of pepper 

1 medium onion chopped fine and 
fried 

1 can chicken mixing or leftover

Combine all ingredients. Heat and

Sweet raspberry biscuits 

2 cups biscuit mix

Marzipan harvest 

1 8-ounce can almond paste 

1 egg white 

2 cups sifted confectioner’s sugar 
Food coloring 

Ctoves 

Cinnamon 


Place almond paste in bowl. Break 
into pieces with fork. Add egg white and 
l cup sugar. Stir until blended. Place 
remaining sugar on a clean surface 
Turn almond mix on sugar and knead 
until smooth and sugar is incorporated. 
Wrap tightly. Store in refrigerator until 
ready to use. 

To shape pieces, start with 2 balls of 
dough 3/4 inch in diameter. Form pears 
and apples. Use clove buds for blossoms, 
ends for stems. Use side of spoon for 
crease in peaches Shape potatoes, then 
roll in cinnamon and wipe off excess. 

Tint dough orange for carrots and 
oranges. Roll oranges on a grater to cre- 
ate skin texture and paint skin to deepen 
color. Tint dough green for peas. Roll 
five small balls. Put on small piece of 
dough patted thin. Cut out a boat shape, 
Turn up ends to form pods. Paint marzi- 
pan with food coloring diluted with wa- 
ter for desired strength, 

Set the painted, finished pieces on wax 
paper-covered platter or cookie sheet to 
dry. Do not use a rack. It will leave 
marks When tops are dry , turn over to 
expose bottoms. Store in a tin with a 
tight-fitting lid. 

Note One day of drying time between 
shaping and painting makes dough 
easier to handle

All-area prep wrestlers are honored

Combine the wrestling 
lineups of Romulus and Belle- 
ville High and what do you 
have? 

The Associated Newspapers’ 
All-Area High School Wrestling 
Team. 

Moreover, you probably will 
also have the best wrestling 
team in the state. 

If you consider that Romu- 
lus, with a 16-2 overall record 
and their second straight South 
Central Conference cham- 
pionship. and Belleville, with a 
13-2 overall record and the Wol- 
verine ‘A’ Conference title 
have a combined record of 29-4, 
it supports the argument that 
the two teams may have talent 
to win the state crown. 

Wonder if Temperance Bed- 
ford, the reigning Class A state 
champ, is willing to take on the 
ANP team? 

The mythical All- Area lineup 
includes a handful of league, 
district, and regional champs 
who also won their share of 
state accolades. 

Picked by the ANP staff, in 
cooperation with local prep 
coaches, the team includes: 
Derek Reed (103. Belleville), 
Steve Davis (112, Belleville), 
David Gehringer (119. Romu- 
lus), Tim Kosikowski (125. 
Romulus), Bruce Boyd (130, 
Romulus), Rob Matigian (135. 
Westland John Glenn), Brian 
Farnan (140, Romulus), Joe 
Yuhas (145, Belleville), Rick 
Champagne (152, Romulus), 
Mike Braswell G60, Belleville). 
Ralph Farrell (171, Romulus), 
Jeff Komaromi (189. Belleville) 
and heavyweight Paul Nowicki, 
Romulus. 

Norm Butler, a first-year 
coach at Romulus, was named 
as “Coach of the Year” in 
wrestling 

Here is a brief statistical re- 
port on what individual mem- 
bers of the 1989 Ail-Area Team 
accomplished during the re- 
cently concluded campaign: 

REED, a junior, was voted the 
Most Valuable Wrestler at Bel- 
leville High School this year. 
With 24 falls in his 40-7 won-lost 
record, Derek has amassed 62 
career victories en route this 
year to a conference and Ypsi- 
lanti Invitational title. He also 
captured silver medals at the 
Belleville and Plymouth Salem 
tournaments. 

Reed won a regional title, one 
of seven Belleville grapplers 
ever to do so. That victory was 
his ticket to the state finals. 

"We don’t have many region- 
al champs,” noted Belleville 
coach Gerald Malecek, “in 


fact, since I've been coaching 
here (1973), we have only had 
six others. 

"And Derek did this (win the 
regional) after placing fourth 
in the district, and that's an un- 
believable accomplishment." 

DAVIS, the first freshman to 
earn a berth usually reserved 
for upperclassmen, brings a 31- 
13 record to the team He also 
struck gold at the Canton and 
pre-district tournaments, 
while picking up bronzes in the 
conference. Lincoln Park and 
Salem Invitationals. With 
three years of eligibility lying 
ahead of him, Steve could wind 
up smashing all kinds of Tiger 
records He also may duplicate 
the feat Darryl Elder accom- 
plished in 1986 - winning a co- 
veted gold medal. Elder still 
holds the school record for 
most victories in one season at 
47. 

A product of South Middle 
School where he began his 
wrestling career, Davis’s 31 
victories is a freshman record 

“He’s for real," says 
Malecek “And you'll be read- 
ing a lot about this hard- 
working youngster.” 

GEHRINGER, who finished 
fifth in the state, will return to 
the Eagles’ lineup next season 
Obviously, he has an excellent 
shot at the gold in his senior 
year. The 119-pounder chalked 
up a 44-10 record as a junior. He 
won the district title, then 
finished second at the regional 
before finishing with a fifth- 
place state medal. His accom- 
plishments include first places 
at the Belleville, Monroe, South 
Central Conference tourna- 
ments while he was runner-up 
at the Westland John Glenn, 
Cardinal Stritch (Ohio) and Mel- 
v indale tournaments. 

"Gehringer is the best sur- 
prise in our season,” said But- 
ler. “He is a hard worker and 
very coachable.” 

KOSIKOWSKI, a holdover 
from last year’s All-Area team, 
is a rare wrestling talent. He 
had a 46-4 record as a junior 
and. during the year, won re- 
gional and SCC titles. He also 
placed first in the Belleville, 
Glenn. Cardinal Stritch invita- 
tionals while placing second at 
Melvindale and third at Toledo 
Waite- 

Considered the hardest 
working member of t he Romu- 
lus team, Tim is a dedicated 
wrestler, He is a two-time state 
qualifier. 

BOYD, also a two-time state 
qualifier, posted a 40-10 record 
on his way to championships in 
the conference, Belleville

(New Boston Huron), Christy 
Garnett (Belleville), Angie 
Thomas (Inkster) and Ursula 
Harris (Inkster). 

The ANP “Coach of the 
Year'' is Bill Harrison, New 
Boston Huron. 

Harrison decided to relin- 
quish the coaching reins at 
Huron after guiding the Chiefs 
to three consecutive Class B 
district championships. 

Here are the All-Area 
nominees’ credentials: 

LABEAU, a senior who has 


been the sparkplug of the 
Chiefs’ starting five for the 
past two years, is an unselfish 
player who led the team in 
scoring and assists. She aver- 
aged better than 20 points per 
game in keeping the Chiefs in 
the midst of the conference 
championship race. She also 
had more than five assists per 
game. A unanimous choice for 
All-Conference recognition, 
Lauri also was named to the 
Class B All-State squad, 

BERLINN, an all-around 
athlete who dominated the 
boards, was the key to the suc- 
cessful Romulus team. A 6-3 
senior who is sought-after by 
most major colleges and uni- 
versities, Laurie also scored in 
double figures in all of her 
games this season. She led the 
team in scoring and in rebound- 
ing. A talented athlete-scholar, 
Berlinn has been visiting col- 
lege campuses to determine 
where she will continue her 
scholastic and athletic careers. 

MURPHY, who brought down 
the curtains to a four-year varsity 
career at Belleville, contri- 
buted double digit scoring in a 
15-9 Belleville season A 5-9 
senior guard. Kathy averaged 


14 points per game, along with 
three assists.

But, she earned 
the respect of all of those who 
tried to stop her while she was 


in the game. Christy averaged 
13 points per game and you can 
only speculate what she would 
have accomplished if she had 
been healthy throughout the 
entire 24-game season 
HARRIS, a 5-4 senior guard, 
made defense her forte In a 
league noted for basketball, 
Ursula drew the assignment of 
stopping the opposition's top 
scorer - and she did a com- 
mendable job. Her efforts led 
to all-Suburban Athletic Con- 
ference consideration 
THOMAS, the Vikings' lead- 


ing scorer, ended her prep 
career with 297 points and 59 
assists. She also piled up an in- 
credible 60 assists. These stats 
alone warranted All-SAC con- 
sideration.

TIS THE SEASON 


Spring is the right time 
to care about automobiles 


W ith warm weather driving 
ahead and the scourge of 
winter behind, now is the 
time to give the car a 

checkup 

Often, the punishment of winter 
driving and inclement weather 
leaves vehicles unprepared for re- 
creational and springtime driving 
Taking the time to give the vehicle a 
brief look-over will be time wisely 
spent. 

Officials of the Car Care Council 
said that 98 percent of 2,000 vehicles 
ins|x?cted in an eight -city examina- 
tion recently were found to have at 
least one unsatisfactory part or 
system. 

Eight of the 10 most prevalent 
faults could have been spotted by 
owners in a checkup, using a tire 
gauge and antifreeze tester Either of 
the last two items can be purchased 
for less than $3 at local hardware or 
auto pails stores. 

The most noted failure was the 
level or condition of engine oil. trans- 


mission and brake fluid, Unsatisfac- 
tory tire pressure was cited as a 
close second. 

When the car owners discovered 
problems with their vehicles, most 
immediately proceeded to have 
maintenance done, according to a fol- 
low-up survey. 

For those who enjoy working on 
their own vehicles, here are some 
tips for springtime checkups 

• Always check Quid levels. Fai- 
lure to maintain proper levels of en- 
gine oil and transmission fluid can 
destroy the engine and transmission. 
Low brake fluid can cause brake fai- 
lure. 

• Check tire inflation periodically. 
Six pounds of underinflation costs 
approximately 3 percent in fuel eco- 
nomy because of increased rolling re- 
sistance. Underinflation also causes 
rapid, uneven wear. A good tire 
gauge is a wise investment. 

• Check up on the exhaust emis- 
sions, as well. These days, people

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NOISES TELL ALL 


Listen to moans and groans 
of a car in need of repair 


S trange sounds from the 
car may be a signal that 
something is wrong. 
Understanding the cause 
of the sounds can help a mechanic 
find and correct the problem before 
it becomes serious. 

Following is a list of the common 
noises heard, cited by officials of the 
Car Care Council, 

9 A clunk from underneath the 
vehicle when it moves forward or 
backward could be a warning that a 
universal joint is failing. That could 
become serious if it breaks and the 
drive shaft drops while the vehicle is 
moving. 

If driving in a front-wheel drive, 
the clunking sound will be heard if 
there is looseness in a CV joint - or a 
universal joint that connects the 
front-wheels to the transverse axle. 

When the brakes are applied and a 
squeal or scraping sound is heard, it 
could indicate worn brake linings or 
pads. If allowed to continue, it could 
result in damaged brake drums or 
rotors, making the repair more ex- 
pensive. 

• A thumping sound from a tire 
could be caused by flat spots on the 
tread due to improper balance or 
alignment. Tread separation could be 
the cause as well, which may lead to 


a blowout. 

• The sound of ticking in the en- 
gine usually is a valve lifter, general- 
ly heard when the engine is idling. 

• A sudden screech from under the 
hood could be a worn or loose drive 
belt. 

• A knocking or pinging from 
under the hood could be from low- 
grade gasoline, incorrect timing or 
the need for other tune-up adjust- 
ments. 

• A whining sound when moving 
from a standstill to normal speed 
could be from the transmission and 
means that the transmission fluid is 
low. 

• A spitting sound or rum tiling 
from underneath the vehicle could be 
an exhaust leak. Tins is a potentially 
dangerous situation, because poiso- 
nous exhaust fumes can leak in the 
car. 

• If a steady snapping sound that 
speeds up the engine faster is heard, 
it could mean a spark plug wire is 
loose or shorting out. The sound is a 
spark jumping from the bad metal to 
the metal of the engine 

• If a clicking sound is heard when 
the ignition switch is turned on, the 
battery may need charging or re- 
placing. Loose or corroded connec- 
tions could also be the problem. ■

hear the words “greenhouse effect" 
and read almut other environmental 
concerns. Harmful emissions from 
poor-running engines are part of the 
cause for those concerns 

Engine maintenance, sometimes 
only performing minor adjustments, 
can lesson those concerns. By servic- 
ing the engine, the performance will 
increase, too. 

• The cooling system should also 
be addressed. This is among the 
most neglected systems in a vehicle. 
Car owners should consider flushing 
out the old antifreeze and replacing it 
with new' fluid. An unclean cooling 


system can lead to engine damage in 
hot weather 

• All lights should be checked. 
Windshield wipers should also be ex- 
am ined. Check for proper operation 
of both areas. Wiper blades should be 
replaced if they begin chattering, 
streaking or smearing. 

• Most batteries now are relatively 
maintenance-free, and few r require 
water to be added. However, connec- 
tions should be examined and 
cleaned if necessary. 

Many maintenance problems go 
unnoticed because of the lack of vehi- 
cle checkups. To prevent the prob- 
lems, check the dipstick for engine 
od level, tire pressure, wipers and all 
other solvent levels the next time at 
a gas station.® 


is your vehicle prepared for spring? 


The answer will likely he a confident “yes’’ if all of the items on the list 

below are checked and necessary maintenance is performed 
Some of the items listed require assistance from a professional mechanic, 

although many may easily be performed by car owners. 

0 Check each box after completion. 

□ Check hoses. They should he firm but flexible with no cracks, bulges or soft 
spots. Check connections for leaks. 

□ Check belts When pushed with a finger, they should not “give” more than 
1/2 inch. They should show no signs of fraying, wear or age. 

□ Check radiator coolant. (Do not remove radiator cap.) The recovery tank 
should be filled to the “cold” mark, 

□ Check pressure. Test cooling system with pressure to determine if there 
are any leaks. 

□ Cheek radiator cap. It must hold pressure 

□ Check air conditioner. If it not working efficiently, it may need a dose of 
freon. 

□Check tire pressure. Owner’s manual will give proper tire inflation for the 
car. 

□ Check condition of all tires. There should be no excessive wear, cuts or 
other abrasions. 

□ Check spare tire. The pressure and condition of it are important, too. 

□ Check spark plugs. If they are worn or have dirty deposits on the firing 
end. replace them. Check gap on each to determine if it meets the car spec- 
ifications. 

□ Check air filter and PCV valve. Hold filter up to sunlight. If light can be 
seen, replace it. PCV valve also requires periodic replacement. 

Q Clean and adjust the automatic choke, if equipped. 

O Tune up the engine. This includes inspection of points (if equipped), ignition 
wires and distributor cap and adjustment of timing and carburetor idle- 
st 4 ttings. 

Q Check oil, Examine dipstick and fill if necessary. Change oil at mileage 
listed in owner’s manual. 

□ Replace oil filter, when recommended in owner’s manual. 

□ Check transmission fluid. Check level when engine is running and warm 
and gearshift is in park. 

□ Check brake fluid. Fluid should be 1/4 inch from top of reservoir. 

□ Check brakes. Examine brake linings, pads, drums, discs, ete., for wear or 
degradation. 

□ Cheek all fights. Headlights (low and high beam), tail fights, brake lights, 
parking lights, instrument-panel lights and all turn-signal lights must be 
functioning. 

□ ("heck horn. 

□ Check windshield wipers. They should be working and able to dear mois- 
ture without streaking, skipping or smearing. If not, replace tliem. 

□ Check windshield washer system. Washer pump should be working and 
reservoir filled with fluid. 

□ Check power-steering fluid. Examine dipstick when engine is warm. 

□ Clean windows and mirrors. Visibility is essential for safe driving, 

Q Check the battery. If il is not a maintenance-free battery, check the fluid 
level and fill if necessary. Clean any corrosion from battery terminals. 
Test battery for charge. Winter may have eroded some of the power. 

□ Cheek shock absorbers or struts. Worn out shocks alter a car’s handling 
characteristics, make the ride less comfortable and increase tire wear. 

Q Check universal joints, tie-i'od ends, ball joints and steering linkage. Fai- 
lure of any of these can lead to an accident.

FRONT WHEELS FIRST 


New wheel-drive designs prompt 
newer rules for tire rotations 


T | he increasing number of 
front-wheel drive vehicles 
on the roads changes 
some rules of traditional 

tire care. 

Especially if planning to do much 
driving this summer, keep a watch- 
ful eye on the tires of the front- wheel 
drive. 

Faster front-tire wear is one of the 
tradeoffs made when selecting the 
advantages of front-wheel drive, 
according to the Road Ahead pub- 
lication. 

Rear- wheel drive relies on a drive 
line and rear differential, but front 
wheel drive has all the equipment in 
the front All turning, steering and 
braking forces combine with the 
weight to put a heavy toad on the 
front wheels. As a result, the Ure- 
wear patterns are markedly different 
from those of rear-wheel drive 
Inspect the tires regularly and 

maintain recommended tire pressure 
as listed in the owners* manual or 
door pillar. Watch for uneven wear 
on one tire t which could indicate a 
need for front-end alignment or a 
rotation of the tires. 

When tires were on the bias-ply 
variety and spare tires were full size, 
the recommended tire pattern was a 
crossover one and included the spare 
in the rotation. But radial-ply tires 
are now the norm, and a small, tem- 
porary spare is typical. 



This drawing shows the tire rotation- 
method recommended for front -wheel- 
drive vehicles 

Because the wear patterns and 
tires themselves are different, so are 
the recommended tire rotation pat- 
terns. The old crossover technique 
will only increase the wear rate on 
these new tires, because it reverses 
the wear pattern. Instead, rotate the 
front tires to the rear and the rear 
tires to the front. Don't reverse left 
and right tires. 

If the car still is equipped with a 
full-size spare tire, mount it on the 
right front wheel Move the right 
front tire to the right rear wheel and 


use the right rear tire as the spare 
and the rotation is complete. 

When it is time to replace the tires, 
here are some guidelines to follow, 
as provided by officials at the Tire 
Industry Safety Council 

• Check the owners' manual or the 
tire information placard on the vehi- 
cle before considering any re- 
placement ; 

• Make sure a replacement tire 
has load-carrying capacity equal to 
or greater than the original equip- 
ment tire size; 

• Jn selecting a single replace- 
ment tire, make sure it is the same 
construction as the other tire on the 
same axle; 

• In selecting two radial tires to 
pair with other constructions, the ra- 
dial pair must always be placed on 
the drive axle; 

• Never mix radials and non- 
radials on the same axle, except for 
temporary use as a spare tire; and 

• If switching from an old tire size 
to a new P-metric size, add three 
pounds of air to the inflation pressure 
recommended by the vehicle manu- 
facturer for the old-sized tire. 

Officials from the Car Care Coun- 
cil recommend rotating the tires ev- 
ery 6,000 to 8,000 miles for optimum 
wear. This will compensate for faster 
wear on front tires because of the 
weight of the car in the front of the 
vehicle. ■

PICK THE POWER 


Watch the warranties when 
choosing a new car battery 


hat’s the best way to buy 
a car or truck battery? 

Should the 60-month 
warranty be considered? 
Or should battery power-capacity be 
considered? 

Car-care experts recommend 
choosing a battery according to the 
level of the “cold cranking amps" 
ami reserve capacity - or the ability 
to power the vehicle if the alternator 
is working properly. While many use 
warranty alone to make a purchase 
decision, the warranty is a true fea- 
ture that adds value to the battery 

If a 60- month battery is purchased, 
does that mean the battery will be 
replaced if it fails after 48 months? 
Not necessarily. 

Most automotive battery- 
warranties are limited for a specific 
period of time, such as 12, 48 or 60 
months. The 60- month battery' war- 
ranty means that, if the battery fails 
within the 60 months, the consumer 
will be reimbursed an amount of the 


purchase price based on the time left 
on the warranty. The warranty does 
not mean a new battery will be re- 
placed, 

A few manufacturers offer free re- 
placement during the first 12 months 
after purchase. But, of course, war- 
ranties differ from manufacturer to 
manufacturer. Thus, the only way to 
know the difference is to read the 
warranty carefully. 

Nevertheless, a sales receipt to re- 
ceive a refund or replacement will be 
needed, because most companies re- 
quire proof of a purchase date. If 
something goes wrong with the bat- 
tery and a receipt cannot he found, a 
refund is highly unlikely. 

Shop carefully for the next replace- 
ment battery and know the differ- 
ence between buying for power and 
buying for warranty. The best 
guarantee will come from buying the 
most powerful battery, such as one 
with 675 or 875 cold cranking amps ■ 



Gas know-how saves costs 


The cost of automotive travel this 
summer may be reduced if motor- 
ists become more aware of how to 
save gasoline, according to officials 
at the Detroit-based Automotive In- 
formation Council. 

Pre- vacation maintenance and 
preparation are good ways to assure 
that the vehicle is operating effi- 
ciently. Making sure the engine is 
properly tuned and the tires are cor- 
rectly inflated are the two most im- 
portant steps, but there are a few 
other simple things to remember 
when planning the trip. 

First, plan ahead for overnight 
accommodations. Try to determine 
how many miles that will be driven 


each day , and locate a mote! at the 
end of each day. This wdl help avoid 
driving extra miles and wasting gas 
searching for a place to stay 

Take only what is needed and 
keep luggage in the trunk or rear 
seat. Using a luggage rack on the 
roof or trunk will reduce gas 
mileage by as much as 8 percent 
because of wind resistance. 

If a luggage rack must be used, 
select the smallest items and put 
them in front to allow for smoother 
air flow. Put the largest and 
heaviest bags at the back Be sure to 
tie down the luggage with a water- 
proof tarpaulin. ■ 
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New brakes should not be delayed 


If the vehicle has from 30,000 to 
40aKH> miles, now is the time to have 
a brake checkup 
Have a qualified technician look 
at the master cylinder * brake lines 
and hoses, calipers and wheel cylin 
ders, plus lining and pads. 

Fading, squeaking, pulling or 
grinding are all signs of brake wear. 
If these symptoms are ignored, Iron 
ble may be here soon. 

Brake failure is the leading cause 
of motor vehicle accidents due to 
mechanical deficiencies, and the 
majority of these failures can be 
traced to neglected maintenance. 

When stepping on the brake ped- 
al, friction is created that prevents 


the wheels from turning Eventual- 
ly, friction causes the brake parts to 
wear out and require replacement 
By using good driving habits, the 
brakes may not wear as much. 

When stopping, let the vehicle 
slow gradually, instead of stopping 
suddenly Never ride the brakes on 
long hills. 

For maintenance, check the fluid 
level in the master cylinder once a 
month and add heavy-duty brake 
fluid if the level is low. 

Be aware of symptoms of brake 
trouble and seek the advice of a 
qualified technician when brakes 
are erratic ■ 


Rust protection is still 
needed for newer cars 


I f car and truck owners 
think rust protection isn’t 
needed anymore, consid- 
er the following facts. 
Eleven nulhon tons of road salt are 
dumped on streets and highways 
each year. A more powerful salt - 
calcium chloride - is used extensive- 
ly to cover dust on dirt roads. 

Acid rain and harsh environmental 
conditions have become more severe. 
Salt-laden air and high humidity in 
southern and coastal areas are the 
prime causes of corrosion. In addi- 
tion, critical, interior areas of auto- 
mobiles - fender supports and rein- 
forcements, doorframes, brake and 
fuel lines, vehicle floor metal and 
suspension components - are not co- 
vered by corrosion warranties of 
manufacturers. 

These facts emphasize that rust 
protection is still needed, even 

Potholes are 
for front-enc 

T he spring thaw means 
potholes. Potholes mean 
drivers should pay atten- 
tion to front-end align- 
ment, tire inflation and wheel ba- 
lance on the car. 

The fluctuating temperatures of 
spring create an ideal environment 
for the creation of potholes. Water 
from thawing ice and snow' seeps 
into cracks in the pavement, freezes 
again as the temperature falls and 
lifts to crumble the road surface. 

Fortunately, the suspension sys- 
tems on newer cars and trucks are 
designed to withstand the punish- 
ment associated with most pothole 
encounters. Today, vehicles are de- 
signed to stay within alignment spe- 
cifications unless a structural mem- 
ber - such as a steen ng linkage or 
control arm - is bent or twisted, 
according to officials of the Detroit- 
based Automotive Information 
Council. 

The problem will first occur when 


though manufacturers have made 
design changes and improvements in 
the factory' corrosion process, 
according to officials at Ziebarl In- 
ternational Corp Most automotive 
rust begins from the interior and cor- 
rodes through. Thus, the prospect for 
corrosion remains a concern for new- 
vehicle ow'ners. 

Consumers shopping for rust- 
protection systems should look for 
one that offers long-term corrosion 
protection, specialized tooling, certi- 
fied technicians, annual maintenance 
and lifetime warranties, according to 
Ziebart officials. 

If the vehicle is planned to be used 
for some time, protect it from rust 
with a professional system of rust 
protection. Don’t he lulled into a false 
sense of security Rust is still the hid- 
den enemy of a car or truck, Ziebart 
officials said.H

the vehicle handles differently or 
tends to drift to one side on a 
straight, level roadway. However, 
the problem may not be improper 
alignment. Check the tire pressure 
first. Underinflated tires can also 
lead to handling difficulties. 

Another problem may be incorrect 
wheel balance, A wheel weight can 
be jarred loose if a pothole is struck 
by the tire hard enough. A visual 
check w ill provide the answer, be- 
cause a lost wheel weight will leave 
a mark on the spot of the wheel 
where it was attached. 

Unbalanced or bent wheels caused 
by impact with a deep pothole also 
can cause shimmy and vibrations in 
the front wheels. 

If the tire pressure and wheels are 
fine but there still is a handling prob- 
lem, the cause may be a misalign- 
ment. A misalignment of the front 
will cause excessive tire wear. Also 
watch for excessive wear on one side 
of a tire ■
